ing, vacuous mind. 
The longest-living men are known to have been the most 
zealous hobby-riders. A man who developes ardent interest in 
his work and equally ardent interest in his hobby is pretty 
sure to accomplish a full measure of success, without danger to 
health.

Late Friday evening all railroads 
In Fayette county were notified that 
shipments pf live stock could lie ac­ 
cepted under certain restrictions, and 
as a result hundreds of head of fat 
hogs and nome cattle are now on the 
move to market, and next week, lf 
Interstate shipments are permitted, 
several thousand hogs and many cat­ 
tle will be shipped from this county. 
It is necessary to make affidavit 
that the stock is known to be free 
from the foot and mouth disease,and 
the shipments must not 
be 
from 
points within th rer miles of a farm 
quarantined on account of the dis­ 
ease. 


So far only one farm has been In­ 
fected in this county 
the John Per­ 
rin farm near Selden—and since the 
live stock was slaughtered, no new 
cases have developed. 
The modification of the quarantine 
has been a great relief to Fayette 
farmers, but after a week’s shipment 
of stock conditions will be much bet­ 
ter.

Its relation to the present European 
j war discussed, and the declaration 
I that Interference by the United States 
j In 
Mexico 
and 
Central 
American 
J states has had nothing to do with that 
docrine, was made by former Presi­ 
dent William Howard Taft in an ad­ 
dress here. 
These are some of the 
salient features of his rem arks: 
The landing of troops In Canada by 
enemies of Great Britain would not 
constitute a violation of the doctrine. 
but en effort to establish a new form 
of government 
in 
case of victory 
would. 
“Canada is already furnish­ 
ing substantial military ald to Great 
Britain and the allies,’’ Mr. Taft said 
“On that theory, therefore, could we 
justly object 
to 
Germany’s 
taking 
counter measures and carrying the 
w ar into a country which is waging 
war upon her? 
All that the Monroe 
doctrine would consistently require of 
us would he to Insist when the war is 
ever, if Germany were successful, she 
could not take over the territory of 
Canada.” 
There is little likelihood of the pol­ 
icy's being pressed in Argentina. Bra­ 
zil and Chile. 
These countries are 
able to protect themselves and th e y 
are so remote from the United States 
that violation of the doctrine in re­ 
spect to them would not be harmful to 
this country’s interests and safety. 
The docirin** has not been applied 
in Mexico because there is nothing in 
it which requires the United States to 
bring about peace in that country. 
“Watchful 
waiting,” 
Mr. Taft said, 
“was the term applied to the United 
States status,” but, he went on, “we 
have neither watched nor waited, but 
have, in fact, most hastily intervened. 
and thus find the present anarchy 
charged as the logical consequence of 
our policy." 
Mr. Taft found much good to say 
about the Monroe doctrine and ex­ 
pressed the hope that it might not bf 
abandoned.
